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THE GREAT PLAGUE.

CONFIRMATION O ITS EXIST-
ENCE AND GRAVE EXTIINT.

Half a Dozen Counties Swept by the
Plague—Whole Honses Emptied of
their Inmates—The Diagnoses of
the Disease, and the Course it
Runs—I"eople Almost Starving,
LouvisviLLg, kv, Novembver 26,—The

Courier-Towrnul recently sent a stall

correspondent to investigate the report-

ed ravages of the dread disease in Fast-
ern  Kentueky

The correspondent sends the following

from Williamsburg, Ky.:
W. Lester, a prominent attorney of
this place, has just arvived from Mount
P'leasant, the County seat of larlan,
“awhere he has been two weeks aast at

Court, us acting prosccuting attorney.
T.ester has information of the prevailing
plague, principally from larlan, Leteher,
Terry, Lieslie and Bell counties. Tle says
that in Harlan it appears worse. It is
most fatu] and prevails to the greatest
extent up about the headwater of Poor
York and Clover ereck, in the mountains,
about twenty-five miles from Mount
Pleasant. This large territory is being
terribly afllicted. T'he people arve dying
very rapidly. In one ncighborhood
twelve persons died in a single day in
the latter part of last week, and there
were scarcely well people enough to
make them coffing and bury them.  On
Brown's ereck, which rises in Harlan
and empties into the Cumberland river,
in Bell county, the disease is raging
with frightfal fatality, and there is no
maans of keepinga record of the deaths.
All along the banks of the stream the
people are sick, and physicians and med-
icines, outside of herbs and roots, with
whose curative properties the natives
are acquainted, are unknown and unob-
tainable.  The epidemic is rapidly
spreading in Harlan county.  In the dis-
trict covering the Southern portion of
Letcher and I'erry, the whole of Leslie
and the Northwest portion of Bell coun-
tics, the plague has obtained foothold,
but reports as to its violence are very
contlicting. Lester thinks  that the
deaths run up into the hundreds while
the number of those attacked cannot be
estimated. T'he discase does not prevail
nt Mt. Pleasant. Lester further says
that no ene seemed to know the real na-
ture of the pestilence, Most of the
people ealled it “Hux,” and it is probably
o very aggravated form of that disease.
It begins with griping pains in the stom-
nch, followed by a debilitating discharge
and swelling of the throat, and il not
fatal in three or four days. the patient,
ag a rule. recovers. All reportsagree as
to the eause of the epidemice, it being at-
tributed to the usc of impure water by
the natives.  The season has been un-
usunlly dry. The sireams, as a rule,
consisting only of narrow threads of
murky, foul-smelling and foul-tasting
water. I'he corn crop in all the coun-
ties named above is good, and starvation
and want only exist because the people
can spare no time from the sick to gath-
er it.  No mills are running on the
smaller streams, My informant had no
news except in a general way of the
prevalence of the plague in Virginia or
West Virginia.”

A LATER ACCOUNT.

Loursvitne, Ky, November 29.—Ar-
thur A. Loomis, traveling represcentative
fora New York firm, was in this eity
to-day, having just returned from a trip
through the plague-stricken distriet of
Eastern Kentueky.  Mr. Loomis said he
was four days in Manton county with-
out disposing of a single artiele.  The
people are ahsolutely erazy. They have
no use for anything but coffins.  In an
fnterview on this subjeet he describes in
picluresque language the situntion as
being a great deal worse than has been
heretofore published. He deseribes the
ptrenmg, wells and cisterns as having
dried up; sheep and eattle dead upon
parched ficlds, and every human being
in the entire neighborhood dead. Thou-
gands of persons perished within a few
weeks.  Starvation, Mr. Loomis sAy s,
has been the chief agent of death in the
stricken locality.

A NEW PAIN KILLER.

Tlhe Discovery and nse of n Rare Anwms-
thetie—Experiments in Angusta with
nnew Drug,

[From the Augusta Chomicle.]

The medieal world is  considerably
stirved up over the adoption of the hy-
dro-clorate of coconine as a local anws-
thetie.  The medieal journals are full of
the discovery, and the experiments with

the drug are leading to”some interest-
ing developments,  If not tending to-

ward an entire revolution in the practice
of nmwsthesia,

This drug is one  of the extracts of
cocon, found in Indlin, and up to one
month ago probably was not used out-
the of a kind
Quite recently, however, a young medi-
eal student in Vienna applied the two
per cent, solution as n loeal an:esthetie,
und since then some remarkadle experi-
meuts have been made,

ITS APPEARANCE IN AUGUSTA,

The first supply of the drug was re-
ceived in Augusta by Dr. James M. Hull,
who telegraphed to Philadelphia and re-
ceived nsmall quantity.  Encouraged by
its use in operations upon the eye and
throat he resolved to put it into practi-
cal effect in his work here, and two
weeks ago last Sunday, November 16th
used it by dropping the solution upon
the ball of the eye for the purpose of
seraping the corner. e found that the
eye was rendered, after a few applica-
tions, insensible to pain and his opera-
tion wns satisfactorily and successfully
performed.  Since then Dr. Hull has
employed the drng twice in operating
upon catarrhs, twice in removing the
iris, three fimesin plervainm and oncein
a case of cross-eye.  He hasg applicd
two drops of the two per céent. wolution
every two or three minutes, and finds it
produces absolute insensibility to pain
in the surfaces toucheldl by it. The ef-
fect lusts from 20 to 23 minutes, when
applications can be nade.

Dr. Hull tells the Chronicle that
Drs. Agnew, Knapp, Miller and Chisoln,
of Amecrica, are much interested in the
drug, which 1s manufactured solely ly
Merck, of Darmstadt. The drug, be-
fore it is dissolved, is a while powder
resembling quinine, costs about 5,000
a pound. In solution it is colorless and
oderleas, but has a bitter taste. It has
been found that it ean be swallowad to
the quantity of fiftcen grains, producing
insensibility with no scrious after ef-
feets.

ANOTHER TEST IN THIS CI1TV.

On the 18th of November Dr. WV, II.
Doughty, Jr., in this city, reccived his
supply of the drug, and resolved to use
it in surgical operations. It hind been
ascertained that it can be applied to ad-
vantage principally upon mucons sur-
faces—the eye, mouth, nose, elc., ns the
outer skin docs not absord it rapidly
cnough, and as the anmsthetic quality
extends over a small space, say three-
quarters of an inch.

Dr. Doughty, however, on the 18th
instant made s most satisfactory culting
into & vesico vaginal fistulo,and found
that during the operation of the drug
the process was painless to the patient
which ordinarily oceasions intense suf-
fering.  As the effeets of the drug wore
ofl" the pain increased, but upon its re-
application, the same happy cffvets were

obtuined.  Dr. Doughty found alse that
that the  employment of the drug

considerubly arrested hemorrhage and
since that, has nsed it upon other deli-
cate operations with general success.

The drug can also be administered
subeutancously with hypodermic injoc-
tion, although this branch of its cifects
has not yet been deeply investigated,
Dr. Hull believes that it ean be employ-
ed with fine advantage in dentistry and
we learn that Dr. Winkler and himself
will tes’ its effieacy on the gums and
tooth-nerve to-morrow.

The promise of the drug is great and
these experiments in Augusta where the
power und pith of the chlorate are being
more exhanstively and aceurately stud-
ied than in any Southern city, will Le
watchod with intenseinterest.

A MYSTERY OF THE MOUNTAINS.

The People of North Carolina Start-
led by a Singular I’henomenon,
Dr J. & T. Balrd writes the Asheville

Citizen as follows 1 “The people living

in the vicinity of Elk Mountain, both on

the Reems Creck and Beaver D sides,
were startled by a strange and unusual
phenomenon which visited that section
about 9 o'clock on Saturday morning,
the 1st instant.  Standing as [ did on an
clevated point on my farm, with a full
and unobstructed view of the entire Flk
Mountain range, and happening at the
very moment to have my eyes turned in
the dircction of the pointin qunestion, it
afforded me an excellent opportunity to
observe the whole phenowenon,  The
morning was exceedingly brisht and al-
moxt ominously enlm. At a point about
due North of my home, and seemingly
just the erest of the mountuin, and
it the hourgabove stated, thirggyas what
seemed to be a most terrific subterra-
nean explosion, followed by a very per-
ceptible jurring and trembling of (ke
carth for miles around, nud a heavy rum-
bling sonund as of the deep intonations of
distant thunder, which came on with in-
creasing volume for several seconds.
The sound procecded with rapid undula-
tions in an eastwardly direction, follow-
ing the course of the mountains, and
seeming to traverse the deep bowels of
the carth, until it reached a point on the
horizon of our valley about 45 degrees

East from where it started, when it snd-

denly leaped forth from the bosom of

the mountain, and, lifting itself above
the horizon, pealed out upon the air like

n mighty thunderbolt, and thus it ended

s suddenly as it began. I have con-

versed with one gentleman, Mr. A. E.
Hemphill, who was on top of the moun-
tain, in the immediate vicinity of where
the first shock occurred. He says that
it seemed to be directly beneath himand
the sensation was as though the whole
mountain was tumbling from its founda-
tion, with a fearful shaking and trom-
blingof the earth. T learn that two oth-
er gentleman, Mr. Steve Monday and
Mr. James Edwards, who were on the
mountain some two miles further East,
deseribe the sound and the shaking and
trembling of the mountain as most ap-
palling and terrifying, even putting the
leaves on the trees in rapid and lively
motion. I have scen other persons who
left and heard the shock many miles
away.  But what renders it really phe-
nomenal was its recurrence about sunset
on the evening of the same day. | was
in Asheville in the evenine and did not
witness the phenomenon at that hour,
but I am told by a number of reliable
persons that there was o recurrence with
the same characteristics about the hour
of sunset™
